Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The amendments to the claims introduce new 
limitations that have not been searched or examined. Specifically, the newly added limitation requiring a first region consisting often 
contiguous 2'-deoxy nucleosides flanked by second and third wing regions, each of said second and third wing regions independently 
consisting of five 2-O-methoxyethyl nucleosides has not been searched and requires a new search. Applicant's arguments are drawn to 
claims that have not been entered for the reasons provided above. 

It is noted that applicant disputes the finality of the office action mailed on 10/25/2006 and asserts that applicants amended 
independent claim 66 only to the extent that it would recite the limitation that had been previously presented in cancelled claim 68. Since 
the examiner made a new rejection of the claims under 35 USC 103(a) over a new combination of references, applicant asserts that the 
office action should not have been made final. Contrary to applicant's assertions, the office action mailed on 10/25/2006 was made final 
because claims 66 and 70-75 remained rejected for the same reasons of record of the non-final office action mailed on 5/10/2006. The 
only reason why a new rejection was implemented under 35 USC 103(a) was because applicant added new claims 79-82 that are 
dependent on a previously rejected claim. Since the newly added claims are dependent on claim 78, the examiner included the previously 
rejected claims in the rejection. 

. In conclusion, claims 66 and 70-75 remained rejected for the same reasons of record and the new rejection was introduced as a result 
of applicant adding claims 79-82, which are dependent on claim 78. Therefore, the finality of the action is maintained. 
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
